2. A set of drawing including proposed changes was reviewed and accepted by the 
examiner. It was noted that these drawings overcame the objections to the drawings and 
specification with the exception of the objections regarding fig. 11 and reference number 
1 1 1 la. It was suggested that this number would be removed from the fig. 11. 

2. 1 In regard to claims 82, 93, 97, 100 & 104, it was agreed that the concept of the mailing 
envelope comprising multiple plies or layers with separate layers forming in the outgoing an 
reply envelopes would distinguish these claims over the prior art. 

2.2 In regard to claims 87, 90 & 91, it was agreed that the concept of the reply and 
outgomg envelopes comprising multiple plies or layers where the reply envelope does not reuse 
any part of the outgoing envelope would distinguish these claims over the prior art. Further in 
regard to claim 91, the prior art does no teach or suggest the structural relation/position of the 
opening of the reply envelope relative to the means for opening. 

2.3 In regard to claims 89, it was agreed that the prior art does not teach why it is 
necessary to reinforce the right hand edge of the fu:st envelope and hence this claim is 
distinguished over the prior art. 

2.4 In regard to claim 109, the proposed amendments would remove the prior art rejection 
of the last office action. 

2.4 Although the fmal wording is left up to applicant, the examiner indicated that the 
concepts must be set for the clearly. Further these determinations are subject to a further 
review and search of the prior art.
